SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
TO THE TOWN OF STRATHAM. 


Your Committee has visited each school at the beginning, 
near the middle, and at the end of each term. ‘The systems 
of discipline and methods of teaching have been carefully 
superintended; and respectfully submits the following 
report: ; 


DISTRICT No, 1. 
Zo Wiggin, District Agent. 


Miss Mary Abbie Bachelder, North- Hampton, who taught 
the school last year, was procured to take charge of the Sum- 
mer term. She proved herself,on a second trial, the same 
devoted and successful teacher. She possesses in an unusual 
degree that peculiar combination of firmness, dignity and 
kindness, which enables her at once to enforce obedience, 
command respect, and win the affection of children; the 
result is a very orderly school, respectful attention to the 
teacher, and continued application to the duties of the school 
room. 

The examination was interesting‘and satisfactory. I was 
pleased to see some attention given to declamations. 

Pupils in Reading, 41; Spelling, 41; Writing,.27;° Arith- 
metic, 28 ; Philosophy, 1: Algebra, 2; ? hysiology, 2. 

The winter term was taught by Mir. Jarvis MeDufhe, Exe- 
ter. His instructions were accnrae and thorough, and he 
succeeded in sustaining better order, and in waking up the 
-children to a more hearty interest in their studies, than they 
have had there for several winters. In the recitations the 
scholars were examined separately and thoroughly. ‘The 
arithmetic classes made great progress, both in the science 
and art. Heretofore they have been very much behind in 
this science. Grammar was much neglected, many large 
boys giving no attention to it whatever. 

“This school has improved the past year ; still there are 
gross faults on the part of parents. By the teacher's report, 
many of the scholars were called out of school when half done 
in the afternoon, and allowed to be absent occasionally.—

“ Such crimes are common,” but you cannot find deeper 
wrongs. It.wrongs the children from a good education. 

The teachers the past year have drawn the “ reins of gov- 
ernment” up where they ought to be; in future the district 
agents should be wise and see to it that they deliver the reins 
into the hands of those who will not let them slacken. 

Pupils in Reading, 45; Spelling, 45; Writing, 30; Arith- 
metic, 39; Grammar,4; Geography, 18; History, 2. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
William L. Yeaton, District Agent. 


The Summer term was taught by the same faithful teacher 
as last season,—Miss Helen M. Libby, Wolfborough. She 
has proved herself to be one of our best teachers. Order was 
perfect; everything connected with the school was in good 
keeping with the place. The scholars learned a little and 
learned it well. The only. fauit worthy of remark is, the 
children not speaking so as to be heard distinctly. ‘Phere 
are a few cases of inability to speak in a full tone without 
cultivation. Parents would find it beneficial to the health, 
as well as appearance of their children, to give more atten- 
tion to the manner in which they talk. Always have them 
speak distinctly, pleasantly and respectfully in their daily 
conversation, and you will relieve the teacher of one of his 
most difficult tasks. 

Composition received considerable attention; and at the 
examination some were read which would have compared 
well with those of higher schools. 

Pupils in Reading, 43; Spelling, 43; Writing, 80; Arith- 
tic, 830; Grammar, 6; Geography, 12: ‘Composition, 8; Flis- 
tory, 4: Philosophy, 1; Physiology, ie 

The Wanler term was under the tuition of Mr. George T. 
Wiggin, Durham. Mr. Wiggin is a teacher of considerable 
aieitriel acne atbs who is ambitious and anxious to do his 
duty.. The committee considers the progress which this 
school has made to be of as much value to the children, as 
the amount of knowledge they have acquired. The classes 
in reading made great improvement; the small boys, in arith- 
metic, cannot be equalled in either of the other schools — 
Writing received its share of time and attention; and, in- 
deed, it was the only Winter school in town Stier the im: 
provement was perceivable. 
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The teacher did much to have his scholars regular in at- 
tendance; and he succeeded admirably. Atthe commence- 
ment of the term he offered a “gold dollar” to the one who 
should neither be late nor absent. Charles F. Jones, Frank 
W. Clarke and Charles G. Chase, were the fortunate ones. 
Clarence A. Cate was not absent and late but once. Joseph 
L. Ayres and George W. Ayres commenced with the fourth 
week, and were neither absent or late. Several others were 
nearly punctual.

DISTRICT No. 3 
Levi Hoag, District Agent. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Emily Sanborn, of 
Exeter, which was the teacher’s first term. ‘The system and 
order of the school at the commencement was deficient; and 
your committee took occasion to suggest the propriety of a 
change in regard to some things. At the middle of the term 
a decided improvement was noticed, not only in regard to 
the government of the school, but im recitations generally.— 
The declamations of some of the younger pupils were inter- 
esting. 

It cannot be expected that a young inexperienced teacher 
can acquit herself, in so large a school, as well as one who 
has taught several terms. I should recommend for this 
school one who has had some experience. 

Mr, Samuel 5. Brown, of Exeter, taught the winter term, 
munch to the satisfaction of the district. The teacher and 
scholars were interested, and they did a good work. ‘The 
_ best scholars in any of our schools are found there. The 
teacher, to use his own words, was a “little rusty” from long 
standing without use. 

I notice upon the register the names of William H. Jewell, 
Asa J. Chapman, and G. E. Chapman, neither late nor ab- 
sent; also Caroline Piper, Annie M. Piper, H. Emma Piper, 
and Josephine Wiggin; except two days at the time of the 
great snow storm. ‘These scholars are deserviug of great 
praise, and their reward is something more than a “ gold 
dollar.”’ 

Pupils in Reading and Spelling, 44; Writing, 36; Arith- 
metic, 42; Grammar, 11; Geography, 25; Algebra, 2. 
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DISTRICT No. 4. 
J. James Lane, District Agent. 


Summer term taught by Miss Susan D. Scammon. + Al- 
though her first school, she places herself with our best teach- 
ers. At first, the prospects for good order were disconraging, 
but by persevering she calmed the boisterous throng, so that 
she had as good order as could be found. Theschool made 
good improvement; and the promptness and accuracy with 
which the scholars recited at the closing examination proved 
that there had been a good degree of faithfulness, both on the 
part of teacher and pupil. 

Pupils in Reading and Spelling, 27; Writing, 18; Arith- 
metic, 23; Grammar, 3; Geography, 20; History, 2; Phys- 
iology, 0; 

The Winter term was commenced by Rey. William Rog- 
ers. He desired to govern by love, but failing, he left the 
school at his own request. 

I regret to say that some of the larger boys caused the 
whole trouble. They should have been turned out and the 
teacher sustained. ‘They have for several terms caused great 
confusion and embarrassment to the teachers and scholars by 
their improper conduct. It is hoped that the parents of these 
boys will feel an interest in their children’s future welfare, 
and give their influeuce to help educate them and their com- 
panions, that they may be better fitted for a useful life. 

The term was recommenced by John J. Scammon, who 
is an efficient and hard-working teacher. He soon calmed 
the scholars, and had perfect order. When I was in last, 
about one half of the school were away—all the large boys— 
but there were enough present to see that the scholars were 
making rapid progress under his tuition. 

{would suggest that it would be for the advantage of this 
school to employ teachers who have been tried, and found to 
govern successfully. 

Pupils in Reading and Spelling, 34; Writing, 20; Arith- 
metic, 20; Grammar,10; Geography, 16: History, 1: Phi s- 
iology, 4. 

Thus far I have reported the schools separately, and I h:ive 
been able to report them in a more favorable condition tian 
at any previous time since my connection with them as C5m- 
mittee. 

The Reading Books have been changed, for the reason 
that the new series is considered to be far superior to the old ; 
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also, when scholars have read in a book so as to become 
tired of the pieces, they are not interested, and their reading 
exercise is a mere form which they go through with from day 
to day without the least improvement, which gives a sleepy, 
slack style of reading. 
Every one must see the advantage from having one series 
of books throughout the town.  ‘l'here have been books in- 
troduced by parents, different from those allowed to be used 
in ourtown. As the list of books is given in the Annual 
Report, no one need be in error in obtaining the right kind. 
‘The law reads thus :— No. person shall be employed as a 
school master unless he is a citizen of the United: States, and 
shall produce a certificate from the Superintending School 
Committee of the town where such school is. to-be kept,” &c. 
He is not to be hired until he shall produce his certificate. 
He is not to be hired, as is the practice, and get his certificate, 
if he can, afterward. ‘There is a great advantage in having 
the teacher examined before he is hired. If the teacher is 
hired before he is examined, and does not go after his certifi- 
cate until the scholars. are waiting for him at the school-room, 
as has been the case in this town the past year, the commit- 
tee does not feel to. give him so rigid an examination as he 
would under other circumstances ;. thus the school may suf- 
fer from a teacher who:is-not competent. Now, in this town 
let us change this custom. Let every teacher who professes 
to teach in our town, first, before he is bargained with, go 
before the Superintending Committee; and if the Committee 
shall be satisfied that he is a teacher qualified, and sucha 
one as is wanted for our schools in particular, (for what will 
do in some towns will not do for us,) he will grant him a 


certificate, which will be giving him permission to present 
himself before the District Agents. If, then, the Agents are 


not satished with the looks of him, they will be under no 
obligation to hire him. If the Committee should think an 
applicant unfit-in ary way, he could respectfully tell bim that 
he is not such a teacher as we want; and Mr. T'eacher could 


travel to the next town. 


Can there be any objection to this plan? Hf not, put it in 


practice the coming year. When the teacher comes to the 
_ Agent, let the Agent tell him he cannot bargain with him 


“until: he shall become qualified according to law : i. e. until 


he shall obtain his certificate from the Superintending Com- 


nittee, that he is qualified not only according to law, but 
according t to » the demands of our own schools, 
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Parents do not fully consider the evils incident to inconstant 
or unseasonable attendance; than which there are none great- 
er. Nearly one quarter part of Our money is thrown away 
every year in trying to educate the scholars who are at home. 
Who are the scholars that have made the least improvement? 
Go to the registers and see the first cause of their loss of in- 
terest and dislike for school exercises. It will be found with- 
out an exception, that while they pretended to go to school, 
they were absent nearly half the time. Just in proportion as 
children are absent from the duties of the school, so will their 
interest be diminished and their progress retarded.
